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A PHRSONAL LBTTÏR. 
To the ministers and clerks of the 
churches composing the State District of 
Virgínia, Maryland and West Virgínia : — 
Our experience at the late State Confer- 
enee as chairman of the Committee on 
Parochial Reports, impressed me with the 
importance of morè system and accuracy 
ia keeping the records of the work of the 
churches. Most of the reports at the late 
eonfafcnce were made upon the fioor of 
conference fro.m memory, and were, at 
best, but approximately correct. For 
practical purposes that sufficed, but it wai 
unbusiness ïike and should be avoided in 
the future. 

The conference made me chairman of 
the same committee for the current year, 
and I am morè than anxious to have the 
reports all prepared from specific data, 
taken directly from the church records, 
and duly signed by the clerks, as the late 
conference directed, and they should be 
placed in my hands as soon after the ist 
of April, the close of the conference year 
as possible, so that they could be proper- 
ly tabulated. If this communication 
should meet the eye of Dr. U. M. Rich- 
ard, of Fairplay, Washington Co., Mary- 
land, I suggest that he send blank reports 
to the ministers, belonging to the confer- 
ence, or let each minister write him for 
blanks. 

It would facilitate the proper perform- 
ance of this work if each minister would 
keep a small pocket memoràndum book 
always at hand to note items of record 
and at convenient times have them trans- 
cribed by the clerk into the church book, 

I am convinced that the financial state- 
ment in the late reports were below the 
sums expended by the churches. This is 
true at least as it refers to this end of the 
district. Our membership reported from 
S. W. Virgínia was below the actual esti- 
mate, at least, fifty members. 

Most of those who directed the work of 
the conference have heretofore had mea- 
gre experience in preparing statistical re- 
ports and this accounts for the awkward- 
ness in their preparation and their gener- 
al inaccuracy. 

A matter of importance which I was de- 
sirous of havíng action upon at the con- 
ference, passed unnoticcd, and that was 
to ïnstruct all the pastors to have stated 
services for the special consideration of 
the various enterprizes of the churches. 

For example at least one day in each 
year at each appointment should be de- 
voted to the cause of missions, and one 
to church literature, and one to Sunday- 
schools, etc. Let the pastors of the 
churches act on the suggestion if they 
deem them of sufhcient weight. 


The outlook in Virgínia and Maryland 
inspires the most sanguine hopes of suc- 
cess ín the establishment of churches 
within our limits and it behooves us to 
lay the foundations deep and to preserve 
the records in systematic style so as to 
enable us to note such mistakes as may 
and will occur and profit thereby. This 
sec t i on of the district has grown from 
about twenty-five members to 350 within 
the last four years and our work is just 
beginning to acquire suffïcient momentum 
to assure great results in the years to 
come.
